Granite City Steel challenges 
the authority of the Illinois EPA 
to obtain a search warrant 
unless it first files a complaint, 

Richard H. Briceland, EPA 
director, has acknowledged the 
action was unprecedented. 

He alleged that the company 
knowingly released incomplete 
and misleading information to 
the EPA, in an attempt to give 
an impression that it is in 
general compliance with state 
anti-pollution efforts. 


Briceland described the 
confiscation as a warning to all 
who may have misinterpreted 
the agency’s enforcement 
policy. 

“We stress conciliatory 
methods to get voluntary 
compliance, which is certainly 
the most desirable,” Briceland 
commented. “I've also said that 
the big stick still must be used 
when needed. The Granite City 
situation is a good example.” 

“The decision to seek the 
warrant was made after con- 
sultation with Attorney General 
William J. Scott's staff. Some in 
Springfield view it as a test 
case.

Sewer break 


during last 


night's rain 


A new sewer break of major 
proportions developed _at Jill 
and Wayne avenues 
night during heavy rains and & 
severe electrical storm that 
flooded basements in many 
homes and blocked traffic 
temporarily at a number of 
street intersections throughout 
the area. 

More than half an inch of rain 
fell in several periods that 
began about 10 p.m. and con- 
tinued until after midnight. A 
heavy fall of pea-size hail was 
reported by residents in the 
northern section of Granite City 
about 10:30 p.m. 

Work crews of the Illinois 
Power Co. were kept busy 
throughout the night repairing 
damage to individual power 
lines damaged by lightning. A 
power company spokesman 
said there were no major 
outages involving problems 
with power circuits. He said he 
was surprised that the intensity 
of the electrical storm caused 
no more damage than it did. 

He said two transformers 
were knocked out by lightning, 
one at Pontoon Beach and one 
on Highway 162 in the Stallings 
area. Much of the trouble was 
caused by blown lateral fuses 
which separate individual lines 
from the main circuits, he said. 

Lionell Portell, Granite City 
street superintendent, said the 
new sewer break developed 
about 11 p.m. when a section of 
Jill Avenue at Wayne Avenue 
collapsed in the center of the 
street. The street caved in about 
a foot deep in an area four feet 
wide and eight feet long, Portell 
said. 

Work began today to fill the 
excavation with rock until 
street department workers can 
determine the full extent of the 
break. 

Rainfall totaling .56 of an inch 
was reported at 8 a.m. today for 
the previous 24-hour period at 
the Chain of Rocks Locks where 
weather records are main- 
tained for the U. S. Army Corps 
of Engineers. Most of the total 
fall occurred Sunday night.

State assails pace 
of integration in 
Madison schools 


Three school districts in this 
Illinois metropolitan area— 
including Madison School 
District 12—have done nothing 
to improve their segregated 
status since 1971 when Illinois 
districts were ordered to 
develop desegregation plans or. 
face a cutoff of state funds, 
State Superintendent of 
Education Joseph M. Cronin 
told the State Board of 
Education. Thursday. 

‘John Palcheff, supérinten- 
dent of Madison schools, was 
reported in Washington, and 
Harold Frisk, board president, 
could not be/ reached for 
comment. 

But Chester McMdnaway, 
former president of the Madison 
School Board, said the district 
“has done many things” to 
reduce segregation in the 
Madison district. He declined 


further comment, noting that he 
had not read Cronin’s report 
and was not acquainted with the 
action taken by the state board 
in Springfield. 

The other two,,districts in 
which the status of'segregation 
has not changed since 1971 are 
East St. Louis School District 
189 and Cahokia School District 
187, Cronin reported. He told the 
state board that his report was 
based on data furnished by the 
districts last year. 

In all, Cronin identified 26 
school districts which he said 
are more segregated than 
allowed under rules and 
regulations adopted in 1971, 
including the three districts in 
this region. 

The board issued a policy 
statement on’ the 1971 
desegregation regulations and

Tower Lake rentals increased 


A $10-per-month increase in 
rental charges for family 
housing at Tower Lake Apart- 
ments on the campus of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville was approved 
Thursday by the STU Board of 
Trustees. The rate for all single 
students was set at $50 per 
month, as it is at present for the 
Tower Lake II complex. 

The board, meeting at SIUE 
also authorized SIUE officers to 
begin retaining tuition and 
student fees to offset utility cost 
increases at the “all-electric” 
‘Tower Lake II complex. The use 
of up to $150,000 annually in 
tuition and fees to meet annual 
maintenance, debt service costs 
and revenue reserves was 
authorized by the board in the 
original bond issue resolution 
approved by the board in 
October, 1973. 

Effective Sept. 1, the rental 
rates at Tower Lake will be: $50 
per month single student (four 
students. per apartment); $135 
per month for a two-bedroom 
apartment, unfurnished; $145

The housing code. stipulates 
that ‘“‘as a service to incoming 
faculty-staff, housing facilities 
will be available to them while 
they secure permanent housing. 
Faculty-staff shall be limited to 
a six-mgnth contract at a rate 
which is, as to each type of unit, 
$70 higher thani above.”” 


According to the University 
Epuaine, Office, Illinois Power 
Co, has authorized by the 
Hlinois Commerce Commission 
to change the billing of family 
housing units(Tower Lake I) 
from the ‘‘commercial” to 
“residential” rate, resulting in 
@ $36,000 increase in utility 
charges. In addition, the utility 
increased electricity and gas 
rates 15 and 20 per cent 
respectively, effective last 
February. 

The Housing Office explained 


that original utility costs for 
single student housing (Tower 
Lake II) were estimated at $35 
per unit, based on experience at 
Tower’ Lake I. But the 
University’s request for gas for 
Tower Lake II was: denied, 
forcing the University into an 
“all electric’ project. The 
actual utility costs in the new 
project are exceeding budgeted 
costs approximately $30 per 
unit, for an additional unan- 
ticipated annual expense of 
$89,280.

for excavations’ 


The Cahokia Mounds Museum 
will conduct a field school for 
the nonprofessional = ar- 
chaeologist during thesummer. 
The school will continue the 
Cahokia Archaeological Project 
(CAP) excavations of . the 
stockade east of Monks Mound. 

Students will receive training 
in archaeological techniques 
such as surveying, excavation, 
field photography, and artifact 
processing. The field school is 
not designed to produce 
professional archaeologists but 
to stimulate the non- 
professional to have a greater 
appreciation of archaeology. 

The summer program will 
consist of fi¥e two-week 
sessions with five and a half 
days (44 hours) per week. 
Classes will be limited to ten 
students supervised by museum 
staff members and university 
students who Have had ar- 
chaeological experience at 
Cahokia. Field school students 
must be 18 years old or older 
and in good physical condition. 

The tuition fee of $50 must be 
paid one week before the 
beginning of the session. The 
Museum furnishes all tools and 
excavation supplies. 

Students are responsible for 
their personal expenses — food, 
lodging, transportation, etc. A 
limited number of free 
primitive camping sites will be 
available for those who wish to 
stay at the park. 

It should be noted that 
weather conditions at Cahokia 
are somewhat less than perfect. 
The temperature and humidity 
are often above 90; and during a 
wet summer, water may rise 
above the excavation floor. 
However, a true enthusiast will 
not let this dampen his spirits, 
officials said.

Leonard Slatkin has signed a 
two-year contract as principal 
guest conductor of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra for 1976- 
78, it was announced by Peter 
Pastreich, executive director of 
the orchestra. Slatkin presently 
holds the ition of associate 
principal conductor effective 
through the 1975-1976 season. 

Symphony Society President 
Ben H. Wells said, ‘‘Mr. 
Slatkin’s new contract is happy 
news for all of us. His growing 
international career seems to 
have inspired him to give even 
more of himself to the St. Louis 
community — if this is possible. 
We look forward to ‘his 
imaginative programs and 
exciting performances.”’ 

Slatkin. came to St. Louis in 
1968 at Walter Susskind’s in- 
vitation; as assistant con- 
ductor; he was elevated to the 
position of associate conductor 
in 1971 and became associate 
principal conductor in March,

The Hollywood-born Slatkin 
has become one of the most 
sought-after young conductors 
in the world. He made his 
European debut as conductor of 
the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra on Nov. 21, 1974, at 
“Royal Festival Hall, London, 
replacing the ailing Sir Adrian 
Boult.

' vainly to save boy 


Several softball players from 
Grariite City teams playing ina 
tournament Saturday tried 
vainly to rescue a 14-year-old 
boy who drowned while 
swimming in a flooded drainage 
ditch near the Wood River 
Park’s softball diamonds, 
adjacent to Route Three.

“While criminal prosecution 
may be sought, Briceland said, 
a more fundamental issue is 
that the EPA must have ‘‘ex- 
tensive and accurate results” 
from such a test “if we're to 
fulfill our duty in bringing about 
compliance with air pollution 
control regulations.”

The company thinks the 
production information had no 
bearing on the test. 

It stressed that the state has 
access to a detailed report filed 
with the U.S. EPA and that the 
state observer at the test was 
there for only about half the 
time.

Need not pay tax to get 
Circuit Breaker relief 


Senior and disabled residents 
of Illinois need not have paid 
property taxes in 1974 to qualify 
for the additional tax relief 
provided under the state's 
Circuit Breaker Law. 

Illinois Revenue Director 
Robert H. Allphin said today 
there apparently was still some 
confusion about who could 
qualify under the new tax relief 
program. 

“It's true that the new grants 
are available under the Circuit 
Breaker Law, which originally 
was aimed at relieving property 
taxes only," Allphin said. “But 
the amendment to the law has 
set up a second tax relief 
program that bases tax relief 
only on the amount of the ap- 
plicant's income 

“Any Illinois/resident 65 or 
older by Jan.’1 or unable to 


work a year or more because of 
a physical or mental disability 
can qualify if his annual 
household income was $10,000 or 
less.”” 

The new tax relief ranges 
from $50 to $100, depending on 
income. 

Aliphin said people who lived 
in residences not subject to the 
property tax were eligible for 
the additional tax relief, in- 
cluding residents of public 
housing and mental institutions. 
Mentally or physically han 
dicapped residents 16 and older 
also are eligible. 

The director said application 
blanks could be obtained by 
writing the Department of 
Revenue, Circuit Breaker 
Section, Box 4017, Springfield, 
Ill, 62708. 


First tax relief checks 


Gov. Dan Walker has ac- 
tivated a computer run to 
authorize the first tax relief 
checks that will be going out 
under a new law providing 
additional tax relief for Illinois 
senior and disabled citizens. 

Gov. Walker said the first 
checks — to more than 43,000 
senior and disabled people — 
average nearly $80 each and 
total more than $3.4 million. 

The payments: are the first 
authorized under a new law 
signed by Gov. Walker two 
weeks ago. The law adds a new 
cash grant to the state’s circuit 
breaker tax relief program. It 
provides between $50 and $100 to 
every senior (65 or over) and 
disabled resident of Illinois 
whose annual income is less 
than $10,000. 

Gov. Walker said: 

“It is just two weeks since this 
tax relief program took effect, 
and today the first set of 
payments are ready. 

“This is the kind of govern- 


ment responsiveness I like to 
see, 

“Revenue Department 
employes moved faster than 
anyone predicted in getting the 
payments ready, and I com- 
mend each employe who has 
worked on the program. 

“Because of their quick 
response, we are able to provide 
the kind of action from 
government that senior citizens 
deserve — after paying their 
taxes and supporting govern. 
ment most of their lives.””

Gerald Ford’s 


‘Energy dependence defended 


(University News Service) 


Ata time when. President 
Gerald R. Ford and Congre: 
both appear bent on energy self- 
sufficiency for the United States 
one way or another, two 
Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale economists have 
proposed a bold shift in policy. 

They say America should 


increase its dependence on | 


foreign sources. 

Douglas R. Bohi and Milton 
Russell claim that political 
strategies like Project 
Independence and tariff and 
import quotas to attain energy 
independence, particularly in 
petroleum products, might be 
illogical and far too costly. 

What the economists propose 
in their recently published book, 
“u. S. Energy Policy — 
Alternatives for Security,” is 
global interdependence. 

It is a policy Bohi says “‘has 
been in practice in Europe for 
years and one which much of 
the world considers Americans 
to be fools for not considering.” 

Essentially, Bohi and Russell 
say the United States should 
encourage energy-rich nations 
to invest their money in, the 
American marketplace 
buying into land, banks, cor- 
porations and American ex- 
pertise. 

Such investments, they-claim, 
would allow these countries to 
diversify their economics and 
guarantee greater future 
returns on the money they now 
earn selling their energy 
resources — notably oil. 

Russell has been on leave 
from SIUC to serve on the staff 
of the President’s Council of 


Economic Advisors and is « 


scheduled to be a senior staff 
economist for the Council next 
year. 
He and Bohi have been 
studying U. S. and world energy 
* policies and resources for the 
past four years under a grant 
from Resources for the Future, 
Ine., a non-profit organization. 


An. interdependent approach, 


‘ they say, would mean: 


1. More countries, such as the 
Arab nations, would be willing 
to manufacture and export 
more petroleum products 
because of newly-created in- 
vestment opportunities for 
income on those exports. The 
price of oil would drop. 

2. Inaddition to the worldwide 
availability of more oil at a 
lower price, America’s 
prospects for secure, affordable 
petroleum products would be 
much brighter: 

“Wery few of the Arab 
countries have many internal 
investment opportunities,” 
Bohi said. 

“If they were assured of safe 
external investment _ op- 
portunities - at competitive 
rates, they would be less willing 
to restrict their oil oytput, and 
lower prices would result.” 

Bohi feels strongly about the 
concept of interdependence. 

“Energy security has long 


(been equated with reduced 


reliance on foreign energy 
supplies,” he said. “But, if we 
strive for independence to the 
exclusion of others, there is 
nothing to keep foreign coun- 
tries from cutting us off for 
some feason in the future. 
“On the other hand, if we 
were to encourage a country 
such as Saudi Arabia to invest 
of dollars in the 
United States — land, banks 
ms like General 
Motors and, especially, many 
of the downstream petroleum 
enterprises (refineries, 
petroleum tankers, gasoline 
stations, automobile 
products, ete.) — can you 
imagine that country cutting 
off our oil supplies? 
“America can achieve energy 
self sufficiency,” says Bohi, 
“but the price we would have to 
pay would be horribly high and 
the things we would be forced to 
do without would be con- 
siderable.” 


Dohi doubts that his and - 
Russell's proposals will get 
very far, as far as U. S. policy is 
concerned. 

“There is.a definite mind-set 
in this country whichis tied up 
in the idea of independence,”* he 
said. 


“It is largely something 
which is politically created, 
and, after all, economics is 
controlled by politicians 


“And many politicians are not 
given to trying to improve their 
knowledge.” 


He thinks elected officials 
would hesitate to support the 
massive educational process 
necessary to change the 
public’s point of view

Rules raise prices

At first glance, you may be 
opposed to President. Ford’s 
desire to eliminate or weaken 
government regulation of 
business. 

After all, opinion polls show 
that many people favor more 
government regulation, rather 
than less. So, what is he talking 
about? 

First of all, he is not talking 
about completely doing away 
with all government control 
over business. Obviously, it is 
necessary for government to 
insure that our economy 
operates in some kind of orderly 
fashion, 

If there were no rules at all, 
there would be anarchy and our 
system would collapse. Even 
our Constitution: specifies that 
government has the duty to 
“regulate commerce” 

‘The real problem is that our 
regulatory system has grown 
like Topsy over the years 
without too much relationship to 
our economy. 

For example, intricate 

regulatory machinery was set 


up for the railroads, which 
might have been needed in the 
days of the “robber barons.” 
Many of the restrictions 
written then no longer make 
any sense. President Ford 
wants to reform these 
regulations which, he says, 
would result in great savings 
for consumers and also save 
about 70,000 barrels of oil 
each day. 
He also wants to reform the 
rulés for airlines and truckers. 
In trucking, there are rules 
that sometimes require that 
trucks go empty or take long 
detours to places where they 
have no pickups or deliveries. 
There recently has been a 
rash of lower fares’ on the 
airlines which have won 
government approval. But isn’t 
it interesting that they; and 
some other industries, must get 
federal approval to charge you 
less? 


You, as.a consumer, pay for 
every bit of government 
regulation of business. 

The Ford Administration 
calculates that. it costs each 
family around $2,000 a year. He 
also estimated that fair trade 
laws costs consumers $2 billion 
a year. 


And all the government 
regulation is serscurenicat bya 
vast amount peewee 

As of last une number of 
federal forms that business 
must fill ‘out’ totaled 5,146 

yparate types. 

“*Obviousiy, it takes a lot of 
time and money for business to 
do that work. The money has to 
come from the prices it charges 
you. 

At the same time, govern- 
ment keeps putting in new 
regulations. There is no doubt 
that some’ of them are needed, 
but there is no doubt, either, 
that some of them cost more 
than they are worth, 

Congress’ recognized one 
instance of this last year when it 
did away with the law requiring 
that automobiles couldn’t be 
started unless the seatbelts 
were fastened. If you bought a 
car equipped with that 
mechanism, you paid for it. 

Sure, big government may 
need: to watch over us to some 
extent. 

But as President Ford has 
commented, “The government 
big enough to give us everything 
we want is a government big 
enough to take from us 
everything we have.”

Population trend is said to | 
make severe famine likely

Federation) 


With its population expected 

from four billion to 

n, in the next 35 

years, the world is headed for a 

food-and-population crisis in 

which millions of people will die 
of starvation. 

‘That is the grim prediction of 
a veteran foreign correspondent 
and environmenta# writer in the 
May-June issue of International 
Wildlife magazine, published by 
the nation's largest conserva- 
tion organization, the National 
Wildlife Federation. 

In “the toughest story I’ve 
ever had to write,’’ John 
Strohm, who has written on food 
and‘ agriculture from 85 
countries, reports that, “despite 
exciting new agricultural 
break-throughs, the feeders are 
falling behind the breeders. 

“Man has not yet learned to 
produce as fast as he can 
reproduce. Yet, reluctant 
government leaders continue to 
drag their feet on birth con- 
trol.”” 

Because 
population jumped from two to 
four billion in the past 45 years, 
a “doubling” that once took 


the earth's 


thousands of years, the food 
situation is already far more 
desperate than most people 
realize, says Strohm in his 
article on “the No. 1 Question 
facing mankind today.” 

“Millions of children go to bed 
hungry each night, and many of 
them, even if they live, will 
have their brains permanently 
stunted because of lack of 
protein,” Strohm says after 
describing a ‘routine morning 
of corpse collection” in famine- 
ravaged Bengal. 

While this is happening, “the 
poor are getting poorer. The 
people of Africa, Asia and Latin 
America, least able to cope with 
widespread malnutrition, are 
having the most babies, and the 
unchecked birthrate is ac- 
celerating.” 

And, Strohm reports, “‘to 
make matters worse, @ 
worldwide shortage of chemical 
fertilizers is depressing food 
production.” 

Looking’ ahead to the ‘“night- 
mare of supplying eight billion 
people” by the year 2010, 
Strohm sees tensions between 
the “have”? and “‘have-not’’ 
nations becoming increasingly 
dangerous, with the possibility 
of a starving underdeveloped 


country using “the threat of 
atomic warfare to blackmait!* 
nations for food." 

As evidence that the “world's 
priorities are sadly out of 


_whack,"’ Strohm, the editor of 


International Wildlife, cites 
India, which spent $2 billion to 
develop an atomic bomb, ‘100 
times more than it spends a 
year on family planning; 200 
times more than it spends 
annually on agricultural 
research.” 

Strohm concludes that there 
are “only two answers to the 
alarming food-population 
problem.” 

His first answer is a “world- 
wide crash program to increase 
food production in all coun- 
tries," a multi-nation effort 
about five times greater than 
the $20 billion it cost the U. S. to 
put a man on the moon. 

His second answer is “an 
unparalleled family planning 
program” in every nation, 

The U. S., he says, should help 
developing nations “with every 
bit of medical knowledge and 
education aid that we possess to 
bring population in line with 
resources,” but it should also 
“demand effective action, or 
withhold aid.”” 


Illinois Congressional delegation 
unanimously seeking new airport

Attention is being called to the 
fact :that. the entire Illinois 
congressional delegation signed 
a demand by Sen. Charles H. 
Percy that the Department of 
Transportation end more than 
tnres years of “procrastina- 

ion” on the St. Louis airport 
decision. 

Percy’s office, in releasing 
the text of his letter to new 
Transportation Secretary 
William T. Coleman, said the 
senator sought a meeting to 
press for the Illinois site in 
Columbia-Waterloo. 

The delegation reminded 
Coleman that the City of St. 
Louis for some years sought a 
replacement site for outgrown 
Lambert Field and that a study 
subsequently concluded that 
Columbia-Waterloo, 19 miles 
from St. Louis, was the most 
favorable location for a new 
airport. 

‘A decision on an application 
by the St. Louis Metropolitan 


. 
Area Airport Authority for 
approval of Columbia-Waterloo 
has been pending before DOT 
for more than three years. So 
have a companion en- 
vironmental impact statement 
and an application for land 
acquisition funds. 

Coleman was also reminded 
by the delegation that Claude S. 
Brinegar, his predecessor, 
agreed in January before 
leaving office that St. Louis 
needed a new airport and that 
Columbia-Waterloo was the 
best site in the area. 

After repeated studies, 
promises and delays, further 
DOT procrastination is ‘‘wholly 
unjustified,” the delegation 
said. 

“Yet, we are now informed 
that DOT is about to undertake 
still another study and that the 
Missouri opponents of the 
Illinois airport have requested 
federal funds for an additional 
phase of a study which they 
recently completed — a study 
that already has been 
discredited and shown to be a 


waste of time, money and ef- 
fort,” the Tllinoisans said. 

“We are unalterably. opposed 
to any more studies,” they 
added in the Percy letter. ‘The 
time has come for decision.” 

Declaring that they ‘‘want 
and merit a prompt approval of 
the applications of the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Area Airport 
Authority,”. the Illinois 
congressmen and senators said 
such action “is essential to help 
halt the economic decline of the 
nation’s major metropolitan 
areas and to help assure an 
efficient national. air tran- 
sportation system.” 

“The facts are in- 
controvertible: Lambert Field 
has a limited life; a new airport 
will be needed. 

“There are no feasible sites 
for an airport in Missouri; the 
Columbia-Waterloo site is well 
located; and it is acceptable 
from a standpoint of economic, 
air space and environmental 
considerations,’’ the Percy 
letter spelled out the 
delegation’s argument. 


Rail access to 


(Press-Record 
Washington Bureau) 

A critical federal report on 
the U. S “Railway Association's 
preliminary plan for 
revitalizing bankrupt railroads 
mentions the need to retain 
branch lines in the coal fields 
and to look at commuter 
operations. 

The report was released by 
the,Rail Services Planning 
Office (RSPO) of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Congress established RSPO to 
evaluate the USRA’s 
preliminary plan to reorganize 
and restructure seven bankrupt 


roads in’ the Northeast and, 


Midwest into an effective 
system to be called Conrail. 

RSPO Director George M. 
Chandler, in the report, called 
USRA’s plan “a disappointing 
document,"” 

He urged that the final plan, 
due in July, correct the short- 
comings of the preliminary plan 
by fully disclosing all facts that 
might affect Conrail’s potential 
success. 

Chandler called the plan 
“more a commentary or a 
report than a plan.” 

The RSPO report recom- 
mends that Congress consider 
federal matching grants 
directly to rail carriers or state 
transportation authorities for 
rehabilitation of the nation’s 
rail properties. 

The report refers to 
President Ford's public 
policy goal of doubling the 
current level of ‘coal 
production in 10 years and the 
Federal Energy 
Administration's estimate 
that rail coal traffic will have 
to increase by about the. same 
percéiitage. 

FEA foresees no obstacle to 


“using current reserves of high 


sulfur coal — such as from 
Mlinois mines — by 1985.

Inflation 
high tax 


Wall Street Journal — One 
year ago we urged con- 
sideration of an idea that, with 
the benefit of hindsight, would 
surely have helped prevent 
some of the nation’s current 
economic trotibles had it been 
implemented: De-indexing the 
federal government. 

We return to the theme, 
disappointed that there has 
been almost no national 
discussion of the idea even 
though it seems foolproof, .i.e., 
neither politicans, academi- 
cians nor bureaucrats could 
botch it up. 

‘The idea is simply to put the 
federal government on the 
same footing as the people 
during this inflationary era, 
doing so by making annual and 
automatic adjustments in the 
personal income-tax schedules. 

As it now stands, the federal, 
government harvests an in- 
flationary reward through the 
progressivity of the tax system. 

Consider: If prices double and 
real incomes remain the same, 
nominal incomes are doubled 
and all workers are pushed into 
higher brackets. 

The government's revenues 
not only keep up with inflation, 
but the government actually 
increases its claim .on real 
resources, 

Had the tax schedules been 
tied to prices last year, oh Jan. 1 
of this year tax brackets would 
have been adjusted upward 
across the board to reflect last 
year’s 14 per cent increase in 
the Consumer Price Index. 

The effect would have been a 
tax reduction of about $15 billion 
and a pure €gonomic stimulant, 
with such favorable supply and 
demand effects that Treasury 
might even come out ahead on 
revenues. 

Instead, the administration 
and Congress dithered for 
months before agreeing on a 
$22.8 billion package of 
economic stimulation that has 
almost no desirable supply 
effects. 4 

What's more, because in- 
flation is still inexorably in- 
creasing the government’s 
clgims on real resources via 
this progressive tax trap, what 
stimulation there might be in 
the $22.8 billion package is 
probably being offset. 

In a real sense, the tax on 
capital is still being increased 
daily by pushing income from 
dividends, interest and capital 
gains up the tax schedules, and. 
of course, it is even clearer that 
the tax on labor — wages and 
salaries — is similarly affected. 

If a system of tax-schedule 
adjustment were enacted ‘now, 
the economy would benefit 
immediately even though no 
adjustment would be made to 
the schedule until Jan. 1, 1976. 

The market would. perceive 
that this fiscal drag had been 
removed from the economy, 
that the government would no

Discussing the related issues 
of energy and environment, the 
RSPO report says “access to 
coal fields received the most 
response’ under the USRA 
plan. 

“Witness after witness stated 
that the Association's approach 
to coal-area branch lines does 
not satisfy the goal of the act 
requiring maximal preser- 
vation of such trackage.” 

USRA announced in late April 
that it and the U. S. Bureau of 
Mines are conducting field 
inspections of rail lines and 
facilities in the coal producing 
areas. 

In coordination with FEA, 
this is being done to assure 
continued rail access'to the coal 
fields, USRA said. 

The RSPO report had a brief 
mention of commuter 
operations, noting that with the 
exception of 10 trains a day 
(Cleveland, Chicago and 
Washington), all’ commuter 
services operated by the 
bankrupt carriers are operated 
under contract with a local or 
regional transportation 
authority. 

“Since Conrail is required to 
honor such existing contracts,” 
the RSPO report said,”’ it would 
be useful for the Association to 
detail in the final system plan 
the lines operated under ‘such 
contracts, the duration of the 
contract, any unique con- 
siderations, and the recom- 
mended status of these lines in 
the proposed system operating 
plan.”

longer be able to expand claims 
over real resources through 
inflation-and investment would 
expand. 

Workers bargaining for wage 
increases sufficient, to both 
maintain real incomes and 
offset their rise into higher tax 
brackets because of inflation 
would no longer need worry 
about the latter; wage demands 
would be reduced accordingly. 

Despite those attractions, the 
idea is not seriously being 
advanced by any politician save 
James Buckley, senator from 
New York, although Califor- 
nians are talking about state 
income tax inflation ad- 
justments. 

It is easy to understand why 
liberals oppose the idea and 
don’t even like to discuss it. 

As a matter of liberal 
theology, a public sector that 
can expand through the sub-/ 
terfuge of the progressive tax 
trap is all to the good. 

The “fiscal dividend” that 
liberals hail as the means of 
financing expanded social 
programs is little more than the 
government's increased tax 
bite that accrues silently, 
through inflation. 

De-indexing the government 
would seem to be a natural issue 
for conservatives and 
moderates. 

They shy away from it 
because the tax reductions 
involved would, as a first ap- 
proximation, increase the 
impending federal deficits, with 
the attendant effects on the 
credit markets, Federal 
Reserve monetary policy and 
private capital formation. 

Yet, de-indexing is clearly 
preferable to the kind of tax cut 
we have already had; its 
‘stimulative effect would be far 
greater, thus reducing the 
imputed deficit by increasing 
federal revenues. 

This should surely be kept in 
mind when Congress weighs 
whether to change the recent 
cuts from temporary. to per- 
manent. 

To the great benefit of the 
Canadian economy, Prime 
Minister Trudeau two years ago 
indexed the tax schedules over 
the opposition of the far right 
and far left. 

To celebrate this anniversary 
of our editorial, President Ford 
might at least ask someone in 
his administration to study the 
idea. Or a year from now he 
may wish he had.

State sets 
up health 
care areas 


Illinois has taken the first step 
in obtaining a ‘possible $18 
million in federal funds for 
improvement of the state's 
health care delivery system 

Dr. Mark Lepper, executive 
director of the State Com- 
prehensive Héalth Planning 
Agency, today announced that 
he has formally transmitted the 
state's recommendations for 
designation of health service 
areas to the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
on behalf, of Governor Dan 
Walker. 

The state plan, which needs 
the approval of the secretary of 
HEW, is the first step in com- 
pliance with the 1975 National 
Health Planning and Resources 
Development Act. 

The attached map outlines the 
13° health service areas 
proposed in the state plan. Dr. 
Lepper explained that these 
drea recommendations were 
made after a series of meetings 
around the state in which local 
officials, health providers and 
consumers participated. 

Dr. Lepper said that by 
designating the areas only after 
intensive consultation with the 
people who will be affected by 
the new legislation, the state is 
proposing a plan that will ef- 
fectively serve the basic health 
needs of everyone 

“The mechanism we used in 
designating the areas. 
represents a true ‘bottoms up’ 
planning effort instead of the 
usual ‘top down’ methods 
frequently applied to health 
planning,” Dr. Lepper said. 

In order to bring health 
services and planning closer to 
the people, the state is 
proposing to split the Chicago 
Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area (SMSA) into six 
separate health service areas 
(Chicago; Suburban Cook 
County; DuPage County; Lake 
County; McHenry, Kane and 
Kendall Counties; and Will, 
Grundy and Kankakee Coun- 
ties). 

The state is also recom- 
mending that the St. Louis 
SMSA be split, retaining the 
East St. Louis population en- 
tirely within an Illinois health 
service area. 

The recommendation for the 
Quad-Cities area is to include 
Davenport, Iowa, with the Rock. 
Island-Mercer-Henry County.

Traffic deaths 
show increase 
for 3rd month 


Traffic fatalities in Mlinois 
increased for the third con- 
secutive month of 1975, with 
April showing an 11 per cent 
increase from the same period 
last year, according to 
provisional reports released by 
the Department of Tran- 
sportation and State Police. 

April fatalities totaled 135 as a 
result of 118 accidents. There 
were 122 deaths reported in 
April 1974. There have been 509 
deaths reported for the first 
four months of 1975, an increase 
of five per cent from the 485 
deaths in 1974. The 1975 figures 
are 22°per cent lower than the 
652 fatalities in 1973. 

Single vehicle accidents in 
April claimed 78 lives in 72 
accidents. This total includes 27 
pedestrians killed in 27 ac- 
cidents; one pedalcyclist killed 
in one accident; and one 
motorcyclist killed in one ac- 
cident. Forty-three drivers or 
passengers were killed in 37 
single motor vehicle accidents 
and six drivers or passengers 
were killed in six railroad 
crossing accidents. 

Multiple vehicle accidents 
accounted for 57 deaths in 46 
accidents. There were five 
accidents involving a motor- 
cycle and a motor vehicle, 
which claimed five lives. All 
other accidents involved two or 
more vehicles. 

There were 12 multiple 
fatality accidents: eight 2- 
death; three 3-death and one 4- 
death.
